Sacramento, Cal., March 16. — Progress is being 
made by the legislature on the two bills designed 
to create a state racing commission for California. 
The Public Morals Committee of the Assembly has 
amended the Robnet hill, on the initiative of As- 
semblyman A. Sbragia of San Francisco, so as to 
legalize race meetings of twenty -five days instead of 
the fifteen days originally proposed. This amend- 
ment had the support of C. T. Boots and other 
breeders, who have been working at Sacramento in 
ihe Interest of the racing commission plan. Assem- 
blyman Sbragia intends to promise a further amend- 
ment providing for the legalizing of pari-mutuel 
Itotling at such meetings, when the report of the 
committee comes before the Assembly in a day or 
t wo. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has reported fa- 
vorably on a bill introduced by Senator Campbell 
of San Luis Obispo providing for fifteen-day meet- 
ings tinder the authority of a state racing com- 
mission. No belting may lie done by anyone, bill 
owners may hang up purses or prizes according to 
the provisions of this measure, which prohibits any 
connection between the race meetings and any pool 
loom. The lull is designed to allow owners of fast 
horses to associate themselves for the purpose of 
holding speed competitions. The purses may be 
raised among the owners in order to stimulate in- 
terest. The state racing commissioners are to hold 
office for four years. They will lie five in number, 
appointed by the governor.

THE WINANS HORSES IN ENGLAND. 



A few years ago the American millionaire. Mr. 
Wiuaus, came over to England and created quite a 
sensatiou with liis spleudid learns of coach and 
saddle horses and trotters, and to a man so pas- 
sionately fond of horses of every breed it was only 
natural that lie should soon become the owner of 
some liigh-elass thoroughbreds. In selecting a train- 
er lie showed all the wisdom of his race, aud he 
preferred the long, practical experience of a man 
like J. Cannon to the .smattering of knowledge 
which the new school of trainers gain as they go 
along. 

It was very pleasing to see sueli a tine return to 
a lane of fortune as lias been tlie case the last two 
years, and it is quite possible that but for the fall- 
ing of Sir Martin in the Derby of 1909 tlie most cov- 
eted race would have fallen to his share. In the 
Coronation Cup Sir Martin beat a field of good 
horses, though any idea of Ills being of the highest 
class was shattered when Bayardo quite outstrode 
him in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Sir Martin is now getting over the eurious skin 
disease which brought liis career to an end after As- 
cot last year. Handicappers, however, take a some- 
what harsh view of liis merits, and though he is 
undoubtedly a smart horse up to a mile he may 
never lie able to carry 126 pounds to victory in a big 
handicap. Mustapha could not win the City last 
year with 117 pounds or the Cambridgeshire with a 
similar weight, and a line through Bachelor's 
Double and old Dean Swift seems to show that 122 
pounds for Sir Martin should be the limit. 

Dalmatian cost Mr. Winans a goodly sum in 
America last year, am) was sent over to Cannon’s 
during the summer, lie is a dark brown colt by 
Ethelbert. and as nearly as I can tell Clauds sixteen 
hands. lie is a little up on the leg. perhaps, lint 
has good lengtli and quality. liis action is not 
bad. but lie does not seem to liave any power in liis 
strokes, and the Americans think that why so many 
of their horses fail to reproduce their form is be- 
cause of the different state of the goiug. Mr. Winans. 
I bear, finds that bis trotters do not get anywhere 
near their time, and I do not for a moment think 
that Dalmatian will have the slightest chance in any 
handicap at tin* weigh is allotted him. unless he 
alters vastly. 

The Spy. about which there is an absurd rumor 
1 ha l" lie is a good horse, lias in reality never yet 
tun cyen, and' 1 found him on Saturday morning 



walking and trotting about with The Valet along- 
side the Cambridge road. He is a very fine horse 
indeed, by Disguise, but almost a black, with two 
white hind heels, lie is by no means lacking in 
quality, but like all big horses untrained to his 
age lie has assumed a somewhat coacliy appearance, 
and he will take a lot of training. 

Goldbeater, which came over with him. Is of 
very different type, being a dark hay gelding by 
Adam, a little on the leg. and a little short, with a 
somewhat short neck, but lie is a lolloping galloper, 
that might string up into something fairly useful. 
A moderate lot of two-year-olds last year was bound 
to destroy the crop of three-year-olds, and it is to 
be’ hoped that the young oues will this season prove 
much bettor.
